Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 10 February 1870. 

The Commissioners for Administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland desire to acquaint you that they have been informed of the wish of the 
Government to have a classification made of the Proprietors of Land, in regard 
to their residence or non-residence in Ireland. With this view lists of such 
proprietors have been prepared in the General Valuation Office ; and it is pro- 
posed to make the required classification with the aid of the Poor Law 
Inspectors. 

The Commissioners accordingly forward to you. for this purpose lists of the 
proprietors in the Counties of Carlow and Dublin. 

The classification likely to be adopted is the following 
I. Resident in or near the property. 

II. Resident usually elsewhere in Ireland, and occasionally on the 
property. 



III. Resident elsewhere in Ireland. 

IV. Resident usually out of Ireland, but occasionally on the property. 

V. Rarely, or never, resident in Ireland. 

The Commissioners request that you will, after due inquiry, enter in the 
margin of the lists such precise particulars regarding the residence of each pro- 
prietor as may enable the Commissioners to determine in which class naD J e 
■should be placed- Your own opinion on that point can be expressed by the 
numbers assigned to the classes as above, respectively, against the names m the 

^TlifTword “^resident,” in numbers I., II., and IV., implies the use of a dwelling- 
house belonging to the proprietor himself, whether his own or rented. 

The worf « near,” implies a residence so “ near” as fairly to warrant the title 

° f The tse™? thewad “ usually ” and of the word “ occasionally,” in Nos. II.

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The Commissioners have only farther to observe that as the lists are made 
out in counties, and no ready means exist in the office of ascertaining the 
different unions in which the properties referred to are situate, the Commis- 
sioners propose to request each inspector to obtain the required information 
for the whole of those counties of which he has charge of the principal part. 

The lists for the counties of Kildare and Wicklow will be forwarded to you as 
soon as received from the* Valuation Office.
